Hi, Colin, 
I have a cost estimate for copying the Environmental Division binders. The estimated cost is 
$209.70. Here's the breakdown of that estimate: 
 
$.09 per each double-sided page x estimated 2,000 pages = $180.  
Staff time for photocopying is calculated at $.33/minute after the first 30 minutes. We 
estimate 2 hours to photocopy. $.33/minute x 120 minutes, minus the first 30 minutes, is 90 
minutes = $29.70.  
  
$180 (photocopies) 
$29.70 (staff time to photocopy) 
$209.70 TOTAL
